OVER SIX THOUSAND MINERS 
ARE ON STRIKE 

Work is Suspended in the Crow’s 
Nest Pass Mining District, at the 
Expiration of Contract—The Min- 
ers Are Preparing for a Long 
Struggle—Many Miners Leave Dis. 
trict to Obtain Work Elsewhere. 


Fernie, B.C.—Practically 6,000 min- 
ers in the Crow’s Nest Pass district 
are now on strike, or, to use their 
term, have suspended work at the ex- 
piration of a contract, and it is esti- 
mated that 1,000 non-union men have 
retired from the mines in sympathy. 

The last pick has been worked, the 
last coal shovelled into the coke 
ovens, the miners declare, until the 
operators approach them again with 
offers to re-open arbitration.

The Subject is Discussed at Length 
at the Sheep Breeders’ Con- 
vention at Calgary 
Calgary.—The Dominion sheep com- 
missioners have completed their in- 
vestigations in this district and left 
for Kdmonton. William Dryden giv- 
ing some information as to the mut- 
ton industry, declared that the trou- 
ble with the Canadian producer was 
that he had adopted more breeds than 
he knew how to handle scientifically.

MODEL FOR THE WORLD 


PLANS FOR PEACE MEET WITH 
MUCH ENCOURAGEMENT 


Great Britain and the United States 
Getting Together on the Question of 
the Proposed Arbitration Treaty— 
Good Progress Being Made in Ne- 
gotlations, and no Hitch Has Yet 
Occurred. 


Washington. — James Bryce, the 
British ambassador, recently had a 
lengthy conference with Secretary of 
State Knox, in regard to the proposed 
comprehensive arbitration treaty be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. The negotiations are still in 
a tentative state. 

It is said in official quarters that no 
hitch has yet been encountered in the 
negotiations, but on the other hand 
reasonable progress is being made in 
the preliminary discussions. 

This treaty, the forerunner of its 
kind, will be presented to the world as 
a model for the lessening of strife 
among nations, if it receives the Unit- 
ed States senate’s constitutional seal 
of approval. This is no reason for 
haste in its conclusion, it was point- 
ed out, and because of the mammoth 
task which its importance involves, 
the negotiations will proceed with 


| deliberation. 


The commission will endeavor to 
have it in completed form for pres- 
entation to the senate before the ad- 
journment of the approaching extra 
session of congress. As far as the ne- 
gotiations have Prrreed eds it has de- 
veloped that while the treaty will pro- 


| vide for the arbitration of practically 


all disputes that may arise between 


\the two countries, including matters 


relative to questions of honor, it will 


|not provide the machinery for the ar- 
|bitration of each specific controversy. 


That will be arranged by special 


agreements under the general treaty’ 


in each instance. 

The treaty between this country and 
Great Britain was discussed recently 
at the New York Press club, It was 
attended by representatives of peace 
| societies and of commercial, financial, 
religious and other interests. 

Resolutions were adopted endorsing 
| President Taft’s peace plan and pro- 


| viding for the appointment of a com- 


mittee of 300 to further the movement. 
The resolutions provide for a request 
to the mayor of every city and the 
sheriff of every county to call public 
meetings to adopt resolutions support- 
ing the arbitration plan. These move- 
ments are to be forwarded to congress. 
It is intended to fix a date for the 
public meetings proposed identical 
with the one selected by the leaders 
of the peace movement in England so 
that the meetings in advocacy of the 
Anglo-American treaty here and in 
Great Britain shall be held simultan- 
eously.

THE SUNDAY . SCHOOL 


LESSON I!1.—SECOND QUARTER, 


FOR APRIL 9, (011. 


Text of the Lesson, 1! Kings, vi, &17. 
Memory Verses, - -16-17—Golden 
Text, Ps. xci, 11—Commentary ‘Pre. 
Pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. - 


The beginning of this lesson chap- 
ter, the story of the iron that «did 
swim (verse 6), carries me back full 
forty years to the days of my school- 
teaching in Halifax, N.8., when after 
telling this story at the opening serv- 
ices I have seen boys stay in at re. 
cess to read it again for thernselyes, 
We cannot help thinking for Him who 
is able to restore lost people, or rath- 
er, save them, however far down they 
may be. The piece of tree which 
made the iron swim reminds us of the 
tree which made bitter waters to be- 
come sweet (Ex. xv. 25) and of Him 
who is the tree of life to all who come 
to Him, making us to be trees of 
righteousness, the planting of the Lord 
that He may be glorified (Isa, 1xi, 3). 

The lesson of today opens to us the 
realities of the unseen and Elisha’s 
beautiful faith in God and communion 
with Him. I am fascinated with the 
title “man of God,” so often used of 
Elisha and of others, suggesting, as 
it does, one whom God owns for fim: 
self and whose one desire is to live 
for Him, to please Him and to be His 
faithful messenger. In chapter iv, 9, 
it is ‘‘an holy man of God,” and this 
is more full of significance, for not all 
men of God are as willing to be holy 
as they should be. The world, the 
flesh and the devil are too much for 
any of us, but victory is possible (II 
Cor. ii, 14; I John v, 4; Rev. xii. 11), 

The king of Syria did not take into 
account the God of Israel when he 
warred against Israel. Not many do 
even in the twentieth century. Even 
a great many preachers do not seem 
to know much about Him and still 
less about a people called Israel, al- 
though God never wrought for any 
other nation as He has done and will 
yet do for Israel (II Sam. 7, 23; Ps. 
exlvii, 20). 

The king of Syria was more than 
once surprised to find the king of 
Israel elude him and thought that 
there must be some traitor in the 
camp who gave away his plans. When 
one of his servants reminded him that 
there was a prophet in Israel who 
could tell what he said even in’ his 
bedchamber (verse 12) he foolishly 
thought that he could take him cap- 
tive, not considering that if the 
prophet could save the king of Israel 
he could also save himself. Learning 
that the prophet was in Dothan, he 
sent thither horses and chariots, a 
great host, and compassed the city 
about. And now they had him sure. 
So they had some reason to think, 
leaving out the supernatural. 

The servant of Elisha seemed to 
think that the case was hopeless, But 
haw grand the confidence of the 
prophet, “Fear not, for they that be 
with us are more than they that be 
with them” (verse 16). How like 
Paul's “If God be with us who can be 
against us?” (Rom. viii, 31) or 
David’s “Though an host should en- 
camp against me, my heart shall not 
fear (Ps. xvixi, 3). 

How blessed and comforting the 
‘fear nots” are from Gen. xv, 1, 
all the way through this heavenly 
book! How simple and confident the 
prayer of Elisha, #‘Lord, -I pray. thee, 
open his eyes that he may see!’’ How 
swift the answer, and he beheld the 
mountain full of horses and chariots 
of fire round about Elisha (verse 17). 
“The chariots of God are 20,000, many 
thousands of angels’’ (Ps. Ixviii, 17). 
John saw more than a hundred mil- 
jlions of angels all worshipping the 
Lamb (Rey. v, 11, 12). These are some 
of the unseen realities. May they be 
real to us also. 

As the soldiers came to take him 
he asked the Lord to smite them with 
blindness, and He did so. Then he 
led them to the man whom they really 
wanted, the king of Israel, and prayed 
the Lord to open their eyes, and they 
found themselves in Samaria in his 
power, The king of Israel would fain 
have smitten them, ‘but Elisha for- 
bade him and told him to feed them 
and send them home (verse 22). So 
the bands of Syria came no more into 
the land of Israel (verse 23, 1. ¢.). 

Again we have a’ fulfillment of 
Deut, xxxii, 30, “How should.’ one 
chase a thousand and two put ten 
thousand to flight?” A study of the 
many. different ways in which God 
at different times has shown His pow- 
er on behalf of His people would be 
most inspiring to a believer and pos- 
sibly helpful to one who does not as 
yet know the Lord. 

Take another instance from the next 
chapter, when the Lotd made the 
host of the Syrians to hear a noise of 
chariots and a noise of horses, even 
the noise of a great host, so that they 
#rose and fled, leaving their tents and 
horses and asses and everything in 
their camp and fled for their lives 
(vii. 67): It is still true that “the 
angel of the Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear Him and deliv- 
ereth them” (Ps. xxxiv, 7). 
| Sometimes it is more for Hik glory 
jto let the enemy take us and: ill treat 
us, as in the case of Joseph, Micaiah, 
Jeremiah, Daniel and his friends Pe- 
ter and John, Paul and others. The 
night on which our Lord Jesus gave 
Himself into the hands of His ene- 
mies for our sakes He could have had 
legions of angels for the asking (Matt. 
xxvi, 52-54). As a spectacle to an- 
gels as well as to men we can some- 
times glorify Him most in suffering 
(Phil, i, 29).

THE HOME OF THE NAVY 


HALIFAX ONCE MORE COMES IN. 
TO HER OWN. 


2 

The Ancient Port and Dockyards 
Made Famous as the Temporary 
Home of Great English Seamen Is 
Now Training Admirals — Days of 
War With France Were Busy Ones 
In the Naval Depot. 


The Halifax dockyrd, once famous 
in the annals of Britain’s conquvats, 
has again resumed importance as a 
naval base, says W. H. Dennis in The 
Globe. With the arrival of the cruis- 
er Niobe, the first vessel in the east 
to form the nucleus of the Canadian 
Navy, and the fitting up of the Naval 
Hospital as a college for the training 
of cadets, this once-noted naval yard 
has taken on a little of its old-time 
activity. When the American colonies 
that now form the United States re- 
volted from the mother country the 
Halifax dockyard became the only 


naval base on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. But before the days of the revolu- 
tion Halifax had been the rendezvous 
of the famous expedition that gather. 
ed for the conquest of Louisburg and 


Quebec. 
and Sir Charles 


Here Boscowen 
Hardy refreshed their fleet and wait- 
ed the coming of Gen. Amherst, pre- 

aratory to their famous attack on the 

unkirk of America, and a year after. 
wards Admiral Saunders and Gen. 
Wolfe sailed out of the harbor to the 
conquest of Quebec. The most cele- 
brated names connected with the 
naval warfare appear in the records 
of this yard. On two tablets until 
recently in the Admiralty House, 
Halifax, are inscribed the names of 
many of the most distinguished Ad- 
mirals of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. 

In the old troubled days when war 
vexed Europe and America, there 
were stirring times in Halifax. The 
harbor thronged with ships of war, 
or valuable prizes captured from the 
enemy. A great number of people 
found employment in the dockyard us 
shipwrights, caulkers, smiths and rig- 
gers. British men-of-war and captur- 
ed French frigates had to be repair- 
ed, after hot battles on the high seas, 
and in war times a large staff of 
mechanics was constantly engaged in 
this work. 

In the dockyard records we find 
many orders similar to the following: 
“Halifax Yard, Sept. 4, 1805. 

“Memo: 

“The blacksmiths to be employed 
from 5 o’clock in the morning until 
9 o’clock at night, 

(Signed) “John N. Inglefeed, 
“Commissioner, H.M. Navy Yard.” 
And again we find a reference to 

the activity in the yard on Feb. 13, 
1801. Elias Marshall, master ship- 
wright, and J. Jaekson, master-at- 
ayms, report to Sir William Parker 
concerning the erection of buildings 
in the dockyard. They report that 
they could not be erected on account 
of scarcity of men, caused by employ- 
ment on the hospital. 

In old days the piers and jetties 
of the dockyard echoed to the songs 
of the jolly jack-tars that have made 
the story of Great Britain’s prowess 
upon the seas a world-stirring dra- 
ma. Famous captains have passed 
in and out of its pillared gates; have 
married and lived within its walls. 
Nelson’s renowned oe ptains have giv- 
en their orders to the master ship- 
wrights after hulls and riggings of 
their ships had encountered the storm 
of battle or felt the fury of the ele- 
ments, 

On Noy. 17, 1807, a fashionable 
wedding took place at Halifax which 
constituted one of the interests in 
local society circles of that time. Sir 
Thomas Hardy, one of Nelson’s fam- 
ous captains, had arrived in Halifax | 
in October, after his ship, the Tri- 
umph, with some of the North Amer- 
ican fleet, had been engaged watching 
a number of the French men-of-war 
shut up in Chesapeake Bay. When 
the gallant captain, under orders 
from his chief, Admiral Sir George 
Cranfield Berkeley, was ordered to 
Halifax to refit and repair he little 
dreamed that at Halifax dockyard he 
was fated to meet his future wife, 
in the person of the charming daugh- 
ter of the commander of the North 
American station. The brave com- 
mander of the Triumph, then 38 years 
of age, was not long in port before 
he surrendered to the charms of Miss 
Louise Emily Berkeley, daughter of 
Admiral Berkeley, and granddaughter 
of Lord Lennox. 

The naval hospital, which is being 
fitted up to receive the naval cadets, 
and which is to be the college, is a 
plain brick building situated at the 
north extremity of the yard. The 
building is not very o!d, being built 
about the early sixties of the last 
century, Th? first hogpital for sick 
and disabled seamen was built dur- 
ing the period of the American reyolu- 
tion. It was destroyed by fire in the 
early years of the nineteenth century. 

It is more thar thirty vears since 
the last wooden three-decker met ite 
fate at a ship »reaker’s hands in 
Halifax. That sh.p was the Pyramus, 
and had long outlasted its compan- 
ions, having served as a_ floating 
magazine at the lockyard. To what 
ship the figurchead at Halifax be- 
longed is not known, and tradition 
says nothing of its history. It is the 
only remnant left of the stirring days 
when Great Britain’s fleet fought in 
many parts of the world, 

The naval officials in the yard, 
with one or tio exceptions, are Eng- 
lish naval officers. Captain Martin 
holds the position of Commander of 
the Yurd, Commander of thé Naval | 
College, an Commander of the cruis- 
er Canada, The Canada has been | 
the flagship of the Canadian fishery ;

conducted on royal navy lines, She 
is, strictly speaking, the pioneer a 
of the Canadian navy.

SIR MATTHEW'S FERVENT HOPE 


Former Chief Justice of British Co- 
lumbia Tendered Startling Advice. 
\n the early days of British Colum- 

bia when the mining rush was on 
and the country was fill of lawless 
characters of all descriptions, the laws 
were made entirely by Sir James Dou- 
glas, governor at that time of Van- 
couver Island and British Columbia, 
which were two separate colonies. 

The administration of justice was 
left in the hands of Sir Matthew Beg- 
bie, chief justice, and although it has 
since been held that his decisions 
were nct in all cases good law, it was 
tid LA conceded at t'e time that 

e meted out impartial justice. 

A case of his autocratic method 
of governing a court is told by one 
of the early settlers in the province, 

A man was found dead outside a 
saloon in Vitoria and it was oup- 
posed that he had been sandbagged 
and robbed. The police succeeded in 
arresting a man supposed to be re- 
sponsible for the crime and he was 
duly brought to trial before a jury. 

The evidence was altogether cir- 
cumstantial, but it was strong, and 
the judge had no doubt of the man’s 
guilt. owever, after the counse! for 
the defence had made an eloquent 
plea on behalf of the prisoner and 
the jury had debated the matter for 
some time, they announced that the 
man was not guilty. 

Judge Begbie received the verdict 
with ominous silence. The situation 
wa, becoming embarrassing, when 
the counsel for the defence rose and 
asked that seeing that the accused had 
been found not guilty by the jury, 
he be discharged. 

“Prisoner,” said the judge, turning 
to the man in the dock, “you may 
go. I hope that the next man you 
sandbag will be one of the jury.” 

Sir Matthew is not the only judge 
who has made similar reflections, but 
this story is said to be true.
